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About 1,000 Communists with light arms entered Shanghai on 13 November, bringing 
the total number of armed Communists in Shanghai to en estimuted 3,000. They 
held a mooting on 14 Novembor. 


The purpose of these Communists was to instigate rice riots, using the slo.an, 
“anti~hunger" «. However, the food situation was alleviated before their arrival . 


They now plan to organize a campaign against eight years of war called for by 
the Gencralissimo, undor the slogan, "anti-suffering~for—war and (anti)=-
